died firſt in the inſide of the Houſe, and the Thunder. 
bolt by its extraordinary. ſtrength' burſt up the Rafter, 
and ſtillcontinuing its unwearied force, burſt the Loft 
or Garret, whilſt 1n the mean time the Flame or Vigour 
of its Etherzal Power deicended,and burſt open the outer- 
moiſt Door, and ſet Fire even to the Foundation of the 
Building,. which flamed with.ſo great a greedinels, as if 
1t intended the whole Houle for a Morſel. But the: Wi- 
dow being well belov'd, had by this time ſecured both 
her ſelf and Family out of the reach of thoſe amazin 
flames ; and having call'd the whole Town, but eſpect- 
ally a Potter, who always keeps above 20 men at work, 
to her Aſſiſtance, withal the Veſſels of Water they could

was all in Flames. But all their reſiſtance againſt the fire 
ſeem'd for ſome time an vain, rill ſo many of her Neigh- 
bours and Friends came in, and powr'd ſo much Water 
on the Houſe that the Flames muſt have ſwom oa their 
oppoſing Element, if they would have continued any 
longer. In ſhort, with much ado they quenched the 
Fire, when thoſe Flames unexpected had burat the 
Houſe almoſt to the Ground, and by their potent fury 
cave thereſt of their Neighbours, and indeed all who 
hear of it, a warning not to entertain too great a ſecurity 
in their greateſt prolperity.
